SEVENTH EDITION. 



The present issue of "The Adams Cable Ckxlez" is an enlarged 
edition of over 160 pages, and is published especially in the interest of 
the trayelling public, and also contains much matter of value to bankers, 
brokers, and the business community at large. 

The majority of those who travel have investment interests at home 
about which they require information while iabroad, and to this class 
the large number of pages referring to "Buying," " Selling," "Market," 
"Condition of Firms, etc," will eommend themselves as of especial 
value. In this, i.e., the SEVENTH EDITION, we have made a number 
of changes and added over twenty pagts^ therefore in cabling be ture that 
both the receiver and sender of messages have a copy of this^ the SE VBH TU 
EDITION, 

The value of this code will be seen at a glance. We will suppose 
that the friend abroad is in Paris and is about to leave for London and 
wishes to apprise his friend at home of that fact. He turns to the Index 
and finds sentences beginning with *'Am going to,*' " Am leaving tor," 
etc., are to be found on pages 80 to 82, and then makes up the following 
message:— "INGRATE, LONDON, TUESDAY," which, when trans- 
lated by the receiver, means, " Am going to London and expect to reach 
there Tuesday morning. Telegrams sent to me there taill reach me 
promptly.** In this message twenty words are sent at the cost of but 
three. Or, he can cable " INTACT, LONDON," which would mean— 
" Leave here today for London. If anything new occurs, telegraph so as 
to reach me at that place." 

If, at the same time, an address is to be given in London, the 
message can be made up as follows: — "INGK ATE, LONDON, 
TUESDAY. BANKERS," which would then read, ** Am going to 
London and expect to reach there Tuesday morning. Telegrams sent to 
me there, care of bankers, will reach me promptly.** In the place of 
"BANKERS" in the message, can be given the cable name of the 
bankers in whose care the message is to be sent. Then again, the one 
abroad may wish to know if all goes well at home. He turns to the 
Index, and finds on page 82 the following : — " INSTITUTOR," meaning, 
" Is everything cUl right and everybody all well at home ? " If the friend 
at home is to be apprised of the address of the one abroad, then the 
following message can be sent : — " INSTITUTOR. INTOXICATE, 
BANKERS/' meaning, " Is everything all right and everybody all well 
at home? Telegraph reply to me here^ care of bankers.** If in a small 
town where there is but one cable office, and a reply is wanted, the 
following can be added to any message:- "INTRINSIC." meaning, 
" There u but one office here, to which all cables are sent, so that messages 
giving my cable name only and addressed to this place will reach me 
promptly,** 

If a number of people are travelling together, and, for instance, Mr. 
Bowzer and Mr. Towzer of the party wish to inquire through the one 
who is sending the message in regard to those at home, the following 
can be added : — " BO WZER, TOWZER, JAQOED;" or, **Bowzerand 
Toiczerwish to know if everybody is well and everything all right at home.**

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In regard to illness. Mr. Towzer's wife is ill at home and he must be 
notified of the fact. Turning to the Index, we find a naiuber of pages 
nnder this heading, and from page 17 we can make the following mes- 
sage: -"MRS. TOWZER, ALBURNOUS," which would read, "Mrs. 
Towzer is ill, Sicknesa is not serUms, btU keep witkin reach of telegrcan so 
that we can communicate toith you if wanted^ 

On page 42 will be found a number of sentences by which a message 
can be sent and delivered to a third patty who may not happen to have 
this code. If any telegrams are sent to us— " Delta^ Bostoti,* ~ we shall 
be happy to forward same to any address that may be named in the cable 
message. 

To those unused to cable codes let us say that before leaving home it 
will be necessary for both the traveller and the friend at hunie to select 
some distinguishing eable address. For instance, to send a message to 
"£. A. Adama&Co., 115 State St., Boston," will entiUl an expense of 
cabling nine words for the address alone, while a despatch can be ad- 
dressed in two words to " DELTA, BOSTON," our cable address, and on 
its receipt at the cable office, it will be sent at once to us, our full name 
and address beinff registered, together with our cable name, at the head 
offices of all the oiiferent companies in Boston. 

The friend who is to cable from abroad must also select some special 
cable address, but we do not recommend, on account of the trouble and 
expense involved, the usual cost being one gidnea, the registration of his 
cable name at the telegraph offices in any of the large cities, unless he 
intends. to remain for some time in one particular city. In travelling 
hurriedly from place to place it is better to have messages sent in the 
care of a banlcer, an hotel, or an exchange (preference bttng given to the 
place where a telegram will be most likely to reach the receiver cU any hour 
of the day or night), nearly all of which have a cable address, so that mes- 
sages sent in their care will be promptly delivered. As a rule we should 
say that telegrams sent in care of the hotel wliere one is stopping would be 
soonest delivered. When it is understood beforehand, it will not be neo- 
e:«sary to sign messages, unless telegrams are being sent to or received from 
diiferent parties in the same place, when it is well that each bear the 
cable signature of the sender. 

To prevent confusion and any liabilitv of miscarriage, some peculiar 
and uncommon name should be selected, If possible, for the cable address. 
Any one of the following names will answer, or similar ones can be 
chr>8en. For Instance: AKENSIDB, BARHAAf, BICLLONA. BOS- 
C A WEN. etc. If on application to the telegraph office it is found that the 
same name has been previously registered by some one else, then, of 
course, another must be chosen. On page 66 will be found a sentence 
*' ELUCIDATE," announcing a change of one's cable name or address. 
Also see pages 80 and 81 for changes of cable name or address. 

In closmg we must add one word of caution ; i. «., when making up a 
messiure be sure to write clearly and distinctly. In sending a teleffram it 
shouldTbe understood, espeolally in cipher messages, that the telegraph 
operator has to deal with letters and not words. In writing a message, 
therefore, every letter should stand out so clearly and distinctly that 
there can be no chance of error. 

Furthermore, in sending and receiving messages, do not fail to take 
time to read the telegram carefully, and re-check tt to and from the code. 
Too much care cannot he taken in the translation of cable messages, a« an 
error may cost both the sender and the receiver a deal of trouble, worry, and 
expense. 

This code is the result of many months' labor, and must commend 
Itself to any one who has to use the ocean cables or the overland tele- 
graph lines. It does not, of course, cover every exigency which may 
arise, and we doubt if any code could be gotten up that would do this. 
Any suggestions which the users of this code may have to make which 
will add to its value and efficiency we shall be glad to receive, and may 
be able to embody them in our next edition, to which we shall probably 
add a number of pages.
